entire cucumber crop. 
Tomato growers are looking 
at losses in the 60 to 75 per- 
cent range,” he said. 
“Combined with green- 
house losses and pecan loss- 
es, the storm destroyed 
another almost $3.5 mil- 
lion.” 

Lemme said Extension 
staff working with United 
States Department of 
Agriculture and agribusi- 
ness leaders used a system- 
atic approach to estimate 
losses. The damages repre- 
sent the first part of a report 
Alabama Extension will 
submit November | to the 
state’s congressional dele- 
gation and the USDA. 

“With agriculture damage 
estimates complete, we now 
must begin to evaluate the 
total economic loss to the 
region,” he said. “Farm 
income directly affects the 
health of the area’s local 
businesses.” 

Lemme added that the 
November 1 report will 
reflect the impact that agri- 
cultural losses will have on 
the region’s overall eco- 
nomic health. 

“We are starting at $204 
million in ag losses alone, 
but the economic impact 
will be much greater,” said 
Lemme. “It is far too easy to 
focus only on actual losses. 
We must also understand 
the total impact on the 
region’s economy in the 
coming months and years.”

For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers barely had time to work up a 
sweat last Friday night in an easy 41-6 region win over 
Red Level, The Tigers scored on their first three posses- 
sions to grab an early 20-0 lead, with the first two scoring 
drives covering 94 and 95 yards and taking a total of only 
eight plays. Elba standout Richmon Singletary rushed for 
233 yards in the first half and scored two touchdowns, 
while quarterback Byron Johnson rushed for 94 yards and 
3 td’s during the win and displayed his speed on a 53-yard 
dash down the sidelines. The Elba offense rushed for 510 
yards on 29 carries, an average of over 17 yards per carry, 
and it was good to see the Tigers simply line up and run 
straight ahead at an opponent. The Tiger defense also 
turned in a dominating performance as the starters tossed a 
shutout and allowed less than fifty yards in total offense. It 
was a dominating performance in every phase, and one 
that Elba fans enjoyed watching. 

The only negative in the game was the fact Elba was 
flagged 13 times for 115 yards, and as in recent games a 
number of personal foul penalties were called in the offen- 
sive line. The Tigers have been prone to draw penalty flags 
the entire season and in close games that can be fatal! 

*** Tt wasn’t the best of weeks for the teams in the area 
as only Brantley was able to post a win. Here is a quick 
look back.... 

** Brantley quickly rallied from an early 7-6 deficit to 
throttle McKenzie 53-7 to wrap up the #3 seed in the 
region. The Bulldogs scored early and often in the lopsided 
win, and it was a good thing they did, since the second half 
consisted of five-minute quarters with a running clock that 
resulted in a total of only four offensive plays for the 
“Dogs. 

** New Brockton fell behind by three touchdowns at 
the half and never recovered in a 27-14 region loss that 
prevented the Gamecocks from moving atop the standings. 
The Gamecocks never quit battling and kept the high-scor- 
ing Squadron off the scoreboard in the second half, but by 
then it was too late as the damage had already been done. 

** Zion Chapel was hoping to give a large homecoming 
crowd plenty to cheer about on Friday night, but all the 
cheers came from the other side of the field as Samson 
rocked the Rebels 60-10. The Rebels record slipped to 4-4 
with the loss, and while that is certainly an improvement, 
lopsided losses are not what the players and coaches will 
accept. 

** Kinston never had a chance in a 46-0 region loss at 
home to four-time region champ Georgiana. The Bulldogs 
were outmanned at almost every position, but made it easy 
for the visitors as they had two bad snaps on punts that 
resulted in easy scores and could never get anything going 
at all on offense. It was a no-contest. 

*** Tt was a wild week of high school football all across 
the state as 58 winning teams scored in the 40’s, 31 teams 
scored in the 50’s, 8 teams scored in the 60’s, and one 
scored in both the 70’s and 80’s. Isabella set the pace with 
its 81-0 win over Ellwood Christian, while Linden ham- 
mered A.L. Johnson 78-0 and Decatur, Wetumpka, North 
Jackson, Winfield, Slocomb, Samson, Spring Garden and 
Lanett all scored in the sixties. While mentioning North 
Jackson, the Chiefs are the state’s highest scoring team 
with a 62.8 scoring average per game. Their lowest offen- 
sive output this season was 48 points in their season open- 
er, and they have scored in the 60’s twice and in the 70’s 
three times. Oh yea, they are ranked 7th in Class 4A!

** Class 1A — Top-ranked Lanett rolled over Verbena

Tigers clinch homefield advantage

The Elba Tigers locked down the #2 seed in the region 
and the homefield advantage in the opening round of the 
upcoming state playoffs Friday night with a solid 41-6 
road win over the Red Level Tigers, at Crystal Springs 
Park. 

Elba began its initial offensive series of the game at its 
own 6-yardline after a Red Level punt and went 94 yards 
in just three plays to get on the scoreboard. A 23-yard pass 
from Byron Johnson to Dezmion Roberson got the drive 
off to a fast start, while the Tiger touchdown came on a 62- 
yard sprint by Richmon Singletary. Iverson Lane added 
the extra-point, and with 9:23 remaining in the first quar- 
ter Elba was already on top 7-0. 

Elba put the ball in play at its own 5-yardline to begin 
its second possession and this time covered the 95 yards in 
five plays to extend their early advantage. Richmon 
Singletary gained 65 yards on three carries to help lead the 
Tigers downfield, while Byron Johnson scored the touch- 
down when he scrambled over the goalline from seven 
yards out. Lane was true with the extra-point, and with 
4:46 left in the quarter Elba’s lead was up to 14-0. 

Elba began its next possession at the Red Level 47- 
yardline after a pass interception by Brandon Epps, and 
four plays later the Tigers were right back in the endzone. 
Byron Johnson scored the Tiger touchdown on a 53-yard 
dash down the sidelines, and while the extra-point try 
failed, Elba was on top 20-0 with 1:43 still left in the first 
quarter. 

Elba failed to score on its next offensive series, but 
regained possession at its own 20-yardline after a Red 
Level punt and went 80 yards in seven plays to add to its 
lead. A 56-yard scamper by Richmon Singletary sparked 
the scoring drive, and it was Singletary that scored the 
touchdown on a 6-yard blast up the middle. Lane added 


the extra-point to up the Tigers lead to 27-0 with 2:13 
remaining in the second quarter. 

Elba received the second half kickoff and after a 31- 
yard return by Dezmion Roberson went 37 yards in four 
plays to reach the endzone. Byron Johnson scored his third 
touchdown of the game on a 10-yard run, and Iverson 
Lane booted the extra-point as the Tigers moved ahead 34- 
0 with 10:48 left in the stanza. 

Elba’s second possession of the quarter started at its 
own 15-yardline after another punt, and despite two penal- 
ties against the Tigers, needed only three plays to cover 
the distance to the endzone. The final score of the night for 
the Tigers came on a 72-yard run don the sidelines by 
Iverson Lane, and Lane added the extra-point as Elba’s 
lead grew to 41-0 with 6:27 left in the third quarter. 

Red Level began its ensuing possession at its own 40- 
yardline and drove 60 yards in nine plays, with the aid of 
four penalties against the Tigers that totaled 30 yards, to 
get on the scoreboard. Demarcus Johnson gained 17 yards 
on five carries to help lead Red Level down the field, 
while Joshua Ingram scored the touchdown on a 5-yard 
dash. The extra-point try failed, and with 11:08 remaining 
on the clock Elba’s lead stood at 41-6. 

The Elba junior Tigers hit the field following the Red 
Level score and overcame 20 yards in penalties to drive 75 
yards on an 11-minute possession that was still heading 
downfield when the final hor sounded. Byron Burks 
gained 66 yards on six carries and Carson Wise complet- 
ed a 19-yard pass to Chrystyile Caldwell during the drive 
that capped the Tigers 41-6 region win.

In key region clash
